Employers Must Understand 
Wage-Earners’ View 


(EXCLUSIVES 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The suc- 
cess of employees’ representation 
in industry, through which ap- 
proximately 800 companies are now 
attempting to solve their labor 


problems, depends largely on the 


ability of employers to understand | 
the point of view of wage-earners. ; 
to secure their co-operation. and 
to develop leadership among them. 
This is indicated in a 600-page re- 
port iasued by the department oft 
industrial studies of the Russell 
Sage Foundation. 
While the report is based on a 
five-year study of employees’ rep- 
resentation in the coal mines of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany—undertaken by the Founda- 
tion in 1819 and completed last 
summer—it is pointed out that the 
analysis of the relations between 
employer and employee in this in- 
dustry ia true also of the railroads, 
the packing industry, the textile 
industry, and other important 
branches of American business. 


Mary 

Selekman of the department of 
industrial studies, points out that 
though the labor situation in the 
mines of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company is much more satis- 
factory than before the employees’ 
representation plan was introduced 
ten years ago, nevertheless there 
have been three strikes among the 
miners of this com y since its 
introduction. and that during one 
of these strikes State troops were 
kept in the inane of the mines 


COMPANY TYRANNICAL 

The report reveals other in- 
stances of antagonism between the 
company and its employees. Thus, 
in all the camps the miners were 
prevented from holding union 
meetings in the buildings of the 
local T. M. C. A, a majority of 
whose board of directors were of- 
ficials of the company. And in one 
camp when the miners attempted 
to rent the only other available 
public hall— dancing pavilion— 
for union meetings, the company, 
to prevent its use for this purpose, 
bought the pavilion and razed it. 

The report attributes the partial 
failure of the employees’ represen- 
tation plan to the local officials of 
the company rather than to John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., who 124 
introduced the plan.

These are only a few of the acts 
disclosed in the report just com- 
pleted by seven British labor dele- 
gates who recently returned from 
‘an Official investigation of condi- 
tions in Russia on behalf of the 
trade-union congress. The seven 
trade unionists are all prominent 
British leaders. 

“No attack on the Communist 
party is permitted,” the report 
reads in part, to be devoted to the 
present condition of the Russian 
press. The dictatorship of the ex- 
isting government in all cases is 
strongly upheld. Very few papers 
are self-supporting. 

“A woman can procure abortion 
by an authorized physician in a 
state hospital. provided she is 
able to give the medical board a 
satisfactory reason why she should 
not have — child. Necessary rea- 
sons are inability to brin 
child or in health. 1 

“As it will be imagined, the re- 
sult of the housing arrangements 
in the large cities is having a very 
marked set on social and family 
life over a e section of the 
community. ere is very little 
family life. Only in Leningrad is 
a whole fiat obtainable for one 
family. There seems to be no 
housing shortage there, but in al! 
the other cities not more than 
can be had.“

Authority on Lethal Fumes 
Called in McClintock Case 


May Testify on Poisons That 
Leave No Trace in Victim © 


Judge Olson Determined to 
Have Brother Disinterred 


CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—Fresh sen- 


sations are expected Wednesday 
when the Inquest into the death 
of William N. McClintock 1a re- 
sumed. Prof. Lee W. Lewis of 
Northwestern University, inventor 
of Lewisite, most terrible of war 
gases, and foremost authority on 


gas poisons, is expected to be one 
of the new witnesses. 

It has been hinted by chemists 
connected with the Coroner's of- 
fice, that it McClintock was 
poisoned, no common poison was 
administered. Physicians who per- 
jforméd the autopsy on McClin- 

tock’s body without finding any 
trace of a lethal drug, scouted a 
theory that any of the better- 
known cyanides or the more obvi- 
ous poisons, such as arsenic or 
aconite, had been administered 
internally. 

It was admitted, however, that 
Cyanogen or some deadly gas of 
similar nature might have pro- 
duced death without leaving any 
trace in stomach or lungs. It is 
sald that Dr. 
ticularly questioned concerning a 
poison of deadly swiftness—mer- 
ctric cyanide— which in a gase- 
ous form might be administered 
as amyl nitrite is administered—in 
glass pearls crushed under the 
nostrils. The traces of 22 poison 
are so minute that ordinary 
autopsy would fail “i disclose 
them, even when complications 
suoh as typhoid are absent. 

“A number of the cyanides could 
have caused death promptly and 
leave only a slight odor that 
would disappear in ten minutes,” 
said one widely-known chemist to- 
day. “Post-mortem examinations 
in cases of this kind are almost 
worthless.

It is that we have not 
stopped ware. ut it ie also true 
that there is today a more definite 
and more widely entertained con- 
ception than ever ore of the 
possibility to prevent war under 
This is 
the great udvance. We have not 
reached the end: probably we 
shall not reach it for many gen- 
erations. But it can hard be 
doubted that the purpose and as- 

ration of humankind are def- 
‘finitely, intelligently and insistent- 
‘ly enlisted tn the effort to make 
war an impossibility in this world. 

“But we are compelled to rec- 
ognize that national safety requires 


‘such a measure of preparedness 


as shall be the guaranty against 
aggression, withput committing the 
nation to militarism. For the pres- 
nt, the most we can hope is to se- 
cure general acceptance, in good 
faith, and without on of 
‘the view that whatever arma- 

ments we create, whatever préepa- 
rations we meke shall be limited 
to the reasonable requirements of 
security. 

“I do not think we should set a 
good example by abolishing our 
Army and avy. But we can af- 
ford to limit our military and naval 
establishments so as to assure that, 
while determined and able to de- 
fend ourselves, we have no intent 
of aggression. If every nation 
would enforce such a policy, the 
cost of armaments would be enor- 
mously leasened, and the general 
welfare Of numanity correspond-

ost cities are now grappling 
with this question, but without re- 
sults. In a number of cities u 
are allowed to park only thirty 
minutes in one place. If you are 
engaged in a business conference} 
or if you are getting a permanent 
wave or are having your teeth ex- 
tracted, you must adjourn every 
half-hour and drive your car into 
some other section of the city. 

In the shopping districts of 
some cities parking is strictly for- 
bidden during business hours.

Ray City Woman Promised

PRISON CAMPS ARE FILLED 


Judge Fand Asks Supervisors for ‘Another Road 
Crew for Juveniles; lone School Crowded 


Pointing out that the county road camps were filled to overflowing 
and the State Schoo] of Industry for juveniies at Ione had refused to 
accept more prisoners from this city until vacancies occurred, Judgs 
Hardy yesterday sent the Board of Supervisors a letter asking for the 
establishment of another county road camp to care for juvenile pris- 
oners and others deserving a lenient sentence. 


The county at present is keeping 
two road camps, No. 1, at Swart- 
out Canyon, where sixty-five men 
are working, and No, 2, in San An- 
tonlo Canyon, with a capacity of 
fifty men. Both camps, according 


to prison authorities, are over- 
crowded and can accept no more 


prisoners. 


In addition, Judge Hardy points 
out, a letter received a short time 
ago from authorities of the Pres- 


ton School at Ione informs the au- 
thorities that the schoo] is over- 
filled and that no more boys can 
be taken in until vacancies occur. 

The logical solution, Judge 
Hardy states in his letter, is the 
establishment of one or two more 
road camps by Los Angeles coun- 
ty. These road camps, he writes, 
will not only afford the juvenile 
lawbreakers a. chance to become 
better citizens, but will give the 


judges a chance to enforce minor 


sentences on petty law breakers.

The ginger ale flavor is the flavor- 
ing product in which ginger is the 
essential constituent, with or with- 
out aromatic and pungent ingredi- 
ents, citrus oils and fruit juices. 
(This is from “Food Standards 
adopted by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.”’) 

Punch to which ginger ale is 
added at the last moment has much 
more “pep” than punch made with 
Plain water. Ginger ale itself sup- 
plies very little nourishment, a pint 
bottle of ginger ale furnishing 
about 136 calories. 

Since the average person requires 
from 2000 to 3000 calories a day, 
it will be readily seen that even 
ginger ale must replace something 
else if you are trying to get thin.

Dr. W. B. Riley Talks to 
More Than 5000 Persons 


Theory Called Unscientific 
and Its Teaching Menace 


Dr. E. G. Linsey’s Refusal to 
Debate, Disappointment 


Dr. W. B. Riley of Minneapolis, 
eminent biblical student and in- 
ternationally famous opponent of 
the Darwin and other similar theo- 
ries, declared evolution to be more 
than unscientific and the lay so- 
/lution for the explanation of crea- 
tion without the Creator, before 
a crowd of more than 5000 per- 
sons that filled the auditorium of 
the Bible Institute on Hope street, 
near Sixth last night. 

Returning after an absence of 
two years to meet Dr. E. G. Linsey 
of Berkeley, who had accepted his 
invitation to debate and discuss 
evolution, Dr. Riley expressed con- 
siderable disappointment when a 
telegram was received from Dr. 
Linsey stating that upon the ad- 
vice of eminent clergymen, he had 
found it unadvisable to debate or 


discuss the subject, icular 
this time. 


HITS EVOLUTION 


“By evolution, they mean ex- 
plaining the Holy Bible without 
Genesis,” Dr. Riley said. “When 
they find\a tooth here and a piece 
of skull some place else, they put 
them together, fill out the vacant 
places, and then cry that here at 
last is the missing link, always dis- 
agreeing among themselves and de- 
filing the name of science, then 
they are not only competing with 
God Almighty but they are also ac- 
tually outdoing the Creator. We 
know this is true, for in the begin- 
ning God created man in the image 
of Himeelf. Still, man, by the use 
of an extensive imagination, has 
sought to recreate a specimen and 
declare that at last. after millions 
of years of fruitiess search, the 
Plaster of paris monstrosity resem- 
bling a cross between an ape and 


4 en outraged chimpanzee is our pre- 


historic father. It may be theirs 
but it will never be mine,” Dr. 
Riley declared. 


NATIONAL MENACE 

Dr. Riley said the manner in 
which the theory of evolution was 
being forced upon the undeveloped 
minds of school-children, to the 
entire exclusion of the religious as 


well as th sensible side of the 
question, come to be a national 
menace. 

“Our ch go away to col- 


lege believers, knowing the Bible 
te be the inspirational work of 
God,” he said. “They return four 
years later, after having assimi- 
lated the knowledge that the Bible 
was simply good fiction, that we 
are sprung from a worm, a bug or 
some other whatnot. 

“All over the country the school 
and college executives* will deny 
this charge, but let an orthodox 
teacher or speaker try to get an 
audience and they will bar their 
doors. Recently in Chicago au- 
thorities of the University of Chi- 
cago severely censored the forces’ 
that permitted William Jennings 
Brvan to speak before the student 
body. saving that ‘it will be six 
months before he can undo what, 
he has done.”

Even when care is taken to keep 
out heavy grease, — drain m 
a kitchen sink should frequently 
have washing soda dissolved in 
boiling water poured down it.
